as United States marshal for the district 
of New York. 

‘There are more bad men in the East 
than there are now in the West,” said 
James. “Therefore, men lke Masterson, 
who know their duty and are not afraid or 
glow to do it, are needed more in that sec- 
tion of the country than they are needed 
out here. 

“Masterson never killed a man without 
justification. He never will kill one other- 
wise. He killed when he was doing his 
duty as an officer of the law, and he either 
had to kill or be killed. 

‘He will do his duty as United States 

marshal in New York just as he did it 
when he was sheriff at Dodge City. There's 
just this difference, as I can see it: 
“In the Dodge City days, when he had 
a warrant for a man's arrest, he ‘threw 
his gun on him’ and ordered hands up as 
soon as he got in sight; then he read the 
warrant. In the Hast he will probably go 
to the man's door, having his gun in easy 
reach, of course, and begin the proceedings 
by reading the warrant. 


Get His Man, Just the Same. 


‘“‘The method will be different, but the re- 
sult will be the same—Masterson, the 
United States marshal in New York, will 
get his man as Masterson, the sheriff at 
Dodge City, used to get his. There won't 
be so much bloodshed; it won't be neces- 
sary. 

“Masterson, as marshal, 
example for those people over there. 
will recognize, in him, the majesty 
law. They will know that when he goes 
after them they will have one of. three 
phe ances—surrender, kill him or be killed by 
him. The result is they will be more care- 
ful how they break the law and render 
themselves liable to a visit wrom the new 
marshal. 

“T thhave met Masterson two or three 
times, and have spoken to him, but I can't 
say I am a personal acquafmtance. I know 
his history, however, and know he’s Iike 
that other good ‘bad man,’ Pat Garrett, 
whom President Roosevelt wisely appointed 
collector of the port at El Paso, Tex. The 
President did the right thing there; he 
chose the right man, and the result is less 
smuggling and less lawbreaking in Gar- 
rett’s district than there ever was before. 
“You see, those smugglers down there 
are not bothered much by anything except 
a bullet from the gun of a man who can 
shoot quick and straight. They take all 
the chances they can take and still save 
their skins. But with Garrett as collector 
they don't have so many chances. They 
know they cannot defy him safely; when he 
goes after them they have either to sur- 
render or kill him. and they know there is 
small chance of killing him; it’s a better 
chance that they will be killed. So they 
naturally keep somewhat clear of him. 
‘“‘Maaterson and Garrett are men of the 
same class. They are not trouble makers; 
I dare say neither of them have engaged 
in » ssloon brawl, never went around with 
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don't court danger; they don’t shoot if it 
is not necessary. ‘They are the kind of men 
that keep the peace. They are necessary 
men, and they make good officers. 

“A reckless man is not always the brav- 
est man. He is usually a very dangerous 
one. He does more harm than good. ‘He 
rushes into danger and either makes or in- 
vites a pistol play where there isn't any 
necessity for it. Courage and recklessness 
are not the same thing by any means. 

“A reckless man shows bravery because 
he doesn't appreciate the danger of his 
situation; a brave man like Masterson or 
Garrett shows discretion as well as cour- 
age; he keeps cool; he realises the necess!i- 
ties of the occasion; he does not act hastily, 
although he doesn't make the fatal mis- 
take of being too slow. 

“The appointment of Masterson is a good 
one, and it will tend to discourage crime 
in New York. People will kick, of course; 
to use a common phrase, they will ‘knock’ 
him. But Masterson knows that: he Is a 
man of positive convictions and positive 
actions, as all brave men are; and such 
men always have enemies. No man who 


‘amounts to anything is without enemies 


or ‘knockers.’ If the Savior should comé 
back to earth today he couldn't please 
everybody; somebody would be ‘knocking’ 
him within 24 hours, 

“Masterson has the kind of courage that 
exists in thousands of people but is dis- 
covered in few. There are merchants and 
lawyers and other business men in St. 
Louis by the score who are just as brave 
as he is, but most of them will go to their 
graves without the fact ever being known. 
Because the occasion which would bring 
it out will never materialize. War brings 
it out, but even then many of the men 
who have the most and the highest cour- 
age die without becoming heroes. I saw 
it proved many times during the civil war. 
They are the kind of men who face dan- 
ger and know it is there. I am reminded 
of an instance which tn a way illustrates 
what I mean. 

“it was during one of the sharp fights in 
western Missouri, with us on one side 
popping away at the Yankees, and the 
Yankees on the other side popping away 
at us. There was a plece of a cleared 
field between us, but we were not far apart 
at that. Suddenly there appeared in the 
field a rabbit, running as fast as it could 
go. It headed for the Yankees; when it 
got close to them it found they were there 
and turned and headed back toward us. 
Then it wildly dashed from one side to 
the other, trying vainly to find a way to 
escape. 

“Great guns, ain't that rabbit seared!’ 
cried a reckless young fellow, who didn't 
seem to know there was any danger.

Coroner’s Jury Returns Verdict of 
Accident After Hearing Facts 
of Hunter’s Death. 


The coroner's jury in St. Louis County 
returned a verdict of accident in the in- 
quest over the body of Peter Grevelink, 
who was kijled Thursday afternoon by the 
discharge of a shotgun which he was using 
ase club in trying to kill a dog. The shot 
from the gun entered Grevelink’s breast, 
killing him almost instantly. 

The accident occurred at Hilltop farm on 
the Clayton road, about six miles west of 
the city limits.

In 
Shooting some of the shot struck one of 
the dogs. Not wishing to waste another 
charge in killing the dog, Gravelink grasped 
the gun by the barre!, using it as a club.

A physician was summoned, but Greve- 
link was dead before hé reached him. 

Grevelink was 21 vears old and came to 
St. Louis with the Boer contingent which 
Appeared at the World's Fair.

SPRINGFIELD, Iil.. Feb. 10.—Senator 
Bare introduced a bill today for the 
poliitment of a commission to investigate 
the projected construction of a deep water- 
Wey canal from Lake Michigan down the 
Iilinois amd Mississippi rivers to the Gulf 
of Mexico. 

A joint resolution also was offered by 
Mr. Bare upproving all measures to pro- 
mote nternal improvement of the Missis- 
sippi and Illinois rivers and petitioning 
Congress that the reclamation of the bot- 
toin lands along the projected deep water- 
way from the great lakes to the gulf and 
the bottom lands subject to inundation 
from the free tide of the Mississippi river 
and its tributaries in Illinois be made a 
part of the measure now under considera- 
tion by the national government. 


Rate Bill Dead. 


The Lower House of Illinois Representa- 
tives refused to concur in the amendments 
by the Senate to Representative Gray's 
joint resolution, and the subject is believed 
to be dead for the remainder of the ses- 
sion.

Life for Murder of His Wife 
Last September—Mercy Is Re- 
fused. 


CONDEMNED MAN GOES 
CALMLY TO SCAFFOLD. 


Last Farewell to Children Is Said 
With Tears, but Firmness 
Comes With Call to Place of 
Execution—Crime Is Widely 
Known. 


CHARLOTTEVILLE, Voa., 10.— 
With a confession of guilt on his lips 
former Mayor J. Samuel McCue was 
hanged in the jail yard here at 7:36 this 
morning for the murder of his wife, Sept. 
4, 1904. 

Immediately after the execution, McCue’s 
three spiritual advisers gave out the fol- 
lowing signed statement: “J. Samuel M-e- 
Cue stated this morning in our presence 
and requested us to make public that he 
did not wish to leave this world with sus- 
picion resting on any human being other 
than himself: that he a’one was re:ponst- 
ble for the deed, impelled to it oy an evil 
power beyond his control. and that he rec- 
ognized his sentence as just.” , 

McCue lHstened calmly to the death war- 
rant and when Sergt. Rogers asked: “‘Do 
you think that if 1 gave you my arm you 
would be able to wualk to the scaffold?” 
he replied calmly: “Il can walk without 
your aid.’’ 

On the way he stumbled once or twice 
and the officers proffered assisiance. It 
was not needed, however. There was no 
weukness. McCue had merely slipped on 
the frozen snow. 

Watched by a silent crowd of perhaps 
people. McCue mounted the scaffold. Not 
a muscle of his face moved. Rogers and 
two guards ascended the scaffold with him.

ENFORCE THE ANTI-SPITTING LAW. 

“Tired Mother” and other readers request the Post-Dispatch 
to do something to enforce the anti-spitting law in street 
cars. It is noticeable that the ordinance is now being entirely 
ignored, and that the street cars are becoming as foul as they 
were before the law was enacted. As “Tired Mother” states, 
women who occupy seats in cars are not only in danger of 
getting their clothing soiled, but are disturbed by the fear— 
which may not be groundlese—of carrying infection into their 
homes. 

It may not be practicable to enforce this ordinance at all 
times as regards spitting on sidewalks. But it should be quite 
possible to enforce it in the street cars and in all public build- 
ings where janitors or other officials are in charge. It is merely 
a question of giving the necessary instructions and seeing that 
they are carried out. 
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The bill repealing the so-called pure food law, which prohib- 
ited the use of “alum” in baking powder, has quietly passed 
both houses of the Legislature. Thies is the bill which for two 
sessions was the cause of a mass of scandal: It ruined Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Lee, brought several state senators into court on a 
charge of bribery and reduced William J. Stone from the rank 
of a party leader to that of an organizer of health societies for 
lobby purposes. Times have changed in Missouri.

WASHINGTON, : Feb. 10.—The expressed 
opinion of Republican House leaders today 
indicates that the result of the caucus on 
the statehood question will be a strict ad- 
herence to the party’s caucus action April 
15 on the same question. 

This action took the form of a resolution 
that two states should be made of the four 
territories. With this resolution repealed 
the disposition of the statehood bill will be 
@ simple matter. 

It has, under the rules of the House, been 
referred to the committee on territories. 
There is nothing to indicate that this com- 
mittee will bring the bill into the House 
at the present session of Congress. 

Ths course will obviate the risk of sub- 
ecting the measure to a motion to concur 
n the Senate amendments, with the conse- 
quent opportunity for the success of the 
motion through a union of the Democrats 
and a sufficient number of Republicans to 
make a majority. 

The advocates of the bill in its present 
form claim to have 46 Republicans who will 
vote with the Democrats to concur. ‘This 
is three times the number required. 

It is to obviate the success of this plan 
that the bill be allowed to remain in com- 
mittee until the expiration of the Fifty- 
eighth Congress, March
